Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Margaret  Walton,  our  homeroom  teacher,  we  began  our  work 
on  it  immediately. 

The  publishing  of  the  school  paper  also  fell  chiefly  upon  the  Senior  Beta 
members.  Most  of  the  boys  drove  buses  and  some  of  the  class  members  were 
on  the  basketball  team.  Our  trip  to  the  state  fair,  Senior  play,  and  Junior- 
Senior  banquet  were  also  opportunities  which  we  all   enjoyed. 

And  now,  although  we  have  had  many  good  times  here,  we  must  journey 
on  in  our  different  ways.  But  in  parting  we  pause  to  thank  our  teachers, 
parents,  and  fellow  schoolmates,  who  have,  with  endless  effort,  encouraged 
us  on  to  this  great  moment.
